VALUE OF CANCER RESEARCH 


Froit-a-tivea” Make 


Small Expenditures 


By FRANCIS CARTER WOOD, M.D 


In The New York Times of October | 
18 Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman gives j 
some statistical information concern¬ 
ing the Increase In the death rates | 
from cancer and finds It "amazing'' 
that most of the cities In the United I 
States have rates exceeding 100 per 
100.000. while twenty, years ago this 
was exceedingly rare. In reality this 
fact la not so amazing, for it only 
shows that. the diagnosis of cancer Is 1 
very much better In the cities than In 
the rest of the country, and that when 
all cases of cancer 2 re dlsagnosed and 
correctly reported the rate In th** 
United States will be high, but will 
then cease to Increase. This Is what 
has occurred In Switzerland, where 
the rate has been about 126 per 100 .- 
000 for the last twenty years and with 
no evidence of any tendency to In¬ 
crease. 

This means that all the cases of 
cancer In Switzerland are diagnosed. 
Post mortem ezamlnatlna are done In 
that country In a large proportion of 
those dying, and therefore no cancer 
escapes diagnosis, while In the United 
States only about one per cent of those 
dying are auto paled, and hence at least 
I forty per cent of the cases of cancer 
remain unrecognized. The rise In the 
recorded rate, therefore, le not at all 


gent and fairly well educated. What it 
Is In the backwoods can be Imagined 
There almost no one comes In time foi 
cure. That la the reason why the sur¬ 
geon or the radiologist has been un- 
able to check the rising death rate. Jle 
works only on a very small fraction of 
the population, and the Increased } 
number of correctly diagnosed cases 
makes any Improvement in the treat¬ 
ment. 

Dr Rorfman'e final statement that 
•‘the enormous sums of money which 
which have been expended on cancer 
research seem to have yielded thus far 
not a fragment of evidence of real 
value toward the control and cure of 
the diseases" Is quite Inaccurate. 

In the first place, by the moat lib¬ 
eral estimate, the total sum of money 
spent annually on cancer research' In 
the entire world does not exceed at 
present $400,000. which can scarcely ba 
considered enormous In view of the 
Importance of the subject Many of 
the large corporations in this country 
alone spend millions per year In com-

On August 15 lasW Dr. Sutherland announced, 
through The Times, that he had instructed one of 
the Department’s chief engineers to clear up certain 
work in the Interior in order that he might be free 
to get on with these surveys this Winter. 

On October 1 7, a! Nanaimo. Mr. George I. War¬ 
ren, secretary of the Chamber of Commerce, painted 
a verbal picture of the benefits that would follow the 
building of the West Coast Road. He was in a 
position so to discuss the project by virtue of the as¬ 
surances given to the Chamber and the public state¬ 
ments made by the Minister of Public Works. 

Early this week. Dr. Sutherland announced on 
behalf of the MacLean Government that these final 
surveys would be completed this Winter and construc¬ 
tion work would begin in the early Spring.

Chancellor of the 
Exchequer who had attended the cere¬ 
monies al Albert Hall, headed the pro¬ 
cession for which the police found 
great difficulty in leading the way. 
HEADED PROCEHRION 

When the head of the procession 
reached the Cenotaph, brief service 
hymns were sung and these were fol¬ 
lowed by the singing of "God Save the 
Klhg " 

As the Prince turned to leave there 
was a wild roar of cheering and shouts 
of "Wales." The crowd, waving hats 
and flags, surged madly forward toward 
him. although Individual movement 
was impossible. 

Police dosed around the Prince and a 
squad of mounted men forced a lane 
through the mob. enabling the Prince 
to walk toward Scotland Yard, al¬ 
though he did so with difficulty. 

GATES REOPENED 

The great gates of the Yard had 
hardly clgeed behind him when the 
Prince noticed that Secretary Churchill I 
and others of his companions had been 
shut out. The Prince asked that the 
gates be reopened to admit them This 
was done, but the pressure of the thou¬ 
sands of swarming men and women 
almost conquered the police, who had 
to fight the crowd back in order to shut 
the gates again. 

CROWD BANG 

Meantime the demonstrators were 
wildly singing **For He's a Jolly Oood 
Fellow" while the Prince walked 
through Scotland Yard. 

Many perrons In the crowd fainted 
and some suffered minor injuries 
There was also some rowdyism on the 
fringes of the crowd and on the aide 
streets, but all were cleared away with¬ 
in an hour.
